Her grand- 
daughter smelled smoke in the hall and 
opened the door. Mrs. Forrester was 
unconscious. A lace curtain and a 
basket of clothing were in flames. The 
girl dragged her grandmother to a 
window and held her head out until the 
fresh air revived her. ; 

Thursday night Mr. Jones repaired an 
old grate in the room and built a fire. 
Mrs.*Forrester enjoyed it thoroughly, 
saying it reminded her of the early days 
when there were no furnaces. 

After spending Friday morning in 
Mrs. Forrester’s room before the grate 
fire Mrs. Jones and her daughter went 
downstairs to prepare lunch. Shortly 
after noon Lillian heard her grand- 
mother scream. She rushed up into 
the room and found Mrs. Forrester sit- 
ting before the grate, her clothing 
aflame, probably from flying sparks. 

The girl removed her own skirt and 
wrapped it around her grandmother's 
flames. Then she dragged Mrs. For- 
rester to the side of the bed and smoth- 
ered the flames with the quilts.

Downtown When Boy Vanished. 
Mrs. Simon testified that Dec. 4 she 


and her husband came downtown to din- 
ner, leaving the child in the care of a 
Gebhart at 1760 Aubert avenue, 


‘unable to learn the whereabouts of Mark 


Jr., except that her husband’s mother 
had told her by telephone that the boy 
was receiving good care. 

Ex-Judge Moses Sale, who is counsel 
for Simon, told the Court that Mr. and 
Mrs. Simon pr. were taking care of the 
child at their home. 

Mrs. Simon told the Court in reply 
to an inquiry that either Mrs. Baker, 
daughter of Samuel Lazarus of 4481 Pine 
street, or the wife of Vice-President 
Farrell of the Cotton Belt railroad, 
would help her take care of the child 
if necessary. 

“Did you ever shoot at your husband, 
Mrs. Simon?’ asked Sale. 

“YT don’t remember,’’ replied the wit- 
ness, after ‘some hesitation. 

Denies Shoeoting at Husband. 

“Ts it not true that you fired two 
shots at Mr. Simon, one of which passed 
the baby on one side and the other on

husband.

Judge Sale asked Mrs. Simon if she 
did not visit Kammerer’s road house on 
Gravois road oftener than she visited 
her husband while he was in the hos- 
pital. She said it was lonesome at homé 
and she sometimes went to the road- 
house, 

“Did vou not order a negro there to 
bring you a drink? I don’t mean beer 
or soda water either,’’ said Judge Sale. 

“TI don’t remember,’ answered Mrs. 
Simon. | 

The witness said she never gave sifnon 
a black eye, but qualified her statement 
later to say that if she did it was in 
self-defense. She also denied having 
struck him with a flower vase arm an 
electric lamp. 

Married Life Not Happy. 

“Wasn't your married life constant 
mutual warfare?’ asked the lawyer. 

“Well, we haven’t been happy.” 

Mrs. Simon declared her husband 
drank heavily and worked only two or 
three days a week and that every night 
he came home with a bottle of liquor 
which he would put to his mouth and 
drain at one drink. She stated that 
Simon told her that after the marriage 
of his sister, Nov. 2, he would “run 
her out so fast she could not see 
straight.’’ 

After a conference between attorneys 
and Court it was decided that Mrs. 
Simon should have the custody of the 
boy until noon Friday, Dec. 22, aft 
which date the boy should remain wit 
the elder Simon until the divorce suit 
is decided.

.CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—Mrs. Edna Rob- 
inson, a wealthy divorcee from Port- 
land, Ore., shot herself in the _ left 
breast above the heart early today in 
her room at the Hotel La Salle, while 
she was talking over the telephone to 
Frank B. Cockrell, a lumberman, who 
resides at the Sherman House, and who 
was reared at Jerseyville, Ill. 
Physicians at the North Chicago Hos- 
pital said at daylight that Mrs. Robin- 
son was in a serious condition. At 8 
o’clock she became unconscious and at 
9 a.m. was sinking. After shooting her- 
self she fell among 50 Christmas pack- 
ages which were to be sent during the 
day to friends and relatives. 


Tells of Marriage Refusal. 
While waiting for the ambulance Mrs. 


Robinson told Police Sergeant Malone 
that she shot herself because Cockrell 
refused to marry her. 

“We went to a cafe at midnight,” 
“and while there I suggested

ing.”’

“Frank, dear! Don’t be harsh; please 
don’t. Listen, Frank, please listen; I 
am doing this for you, dear.’ Then 
the watchman and Cockre]l heard the 
report of a revolver. 

The watchman rushed to her room, 
gaining entrance by méans of a pass 
key. 

Asks Gifts He Sent.

Robinson feebly said as she lay on the 
floor with her hand over her wound. 
Dr. Sorrow ordered her taken to the 
nearest hospital as quickly as possible. 
“It is my wish that I be taken to the 
North .Chicago hospital, 2541 North 
Clark street,’’ said Mrs. Robinson. ‘Dr. 
HK. V. Beck has been my physician since 
I arrived in Chicago two weeks ago.” 

Sergt. Malone reached the room a few 
minutes aftermhe physician. 

“Why did you attempt to end your 
life?’’ asked the Sergeant. “rs. Robin- 
son replied: 

“Please tell me who you are.” 

“I am aé police officer.’’ 


Too Bad She Blundered., 

“I will not tell why I shot myself, 
Sergeant,’’ said the woman. “It is only 
too bad that I made such a blunder of 
it. -I first held the revolver to my 
mouth. It was then that I should have 
pulled the trigger.’ I made a mistake 
when I held the weapon over my heart. 
I am not sorry that I shot myself and 
I only hope that I die.’’

Diplomatic Relations May End If 
Sulzer Abrogation Resolution 
Is Put Through. 





MINISTER DELIVERS THE 


MESSAGE AT 


WHITE HOUSE 





E‘forts Will Ee Made to Have Demand in Be- 
half of Jews Modified But Suizer Will 
Oppose Plan 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—What in diplomatic language is 
interpreted here as practically a threat by Russia to sever all 
friendly relations with the United States in the event that Con- 


gress goes ahead with its plan to 


abrogate the treaty of 1832 with 


that country has been made to President Taft and Secretary of 
State Knox by the Russian Ambassador, George Bakhmeteff. 
Bakhmeteff protested against the Sulzer resolution for the 
abrogation on the ground that its final adoption would be incon- 
sistent with the long friendship that has existed between the 


United States-and Russia. 


While neither the President nor Secre- 


tary Knox was alarmed over the turn of affairs, it was said at the 
White House a determined effort would be made by Senate leaders 


to modify the Sulzer resolution. 
Owing to the reticence of all concerned 


in the negotiations, it was impossible to 


learn the exact nature of the protest. It 
is believed, however, to have been di- 
rected principally against the language 
of the Sulzer resolution, which boldly 
declares that Russia had violated the 
terms of the treaty of 1832. 

When informed of this, Sulzer, chair- 
man of the House Committee on For- 
eign Relations, declared that he saw: 
nothing insulting to “sensitive Russia’ 
in his resolution, and believed it would

Senate Action Due Monday. 

Action on the . Russian treaty is 
scheduled in the Senate for Monday 
next, but it was indicated that consid- 
eration of the subject might be delayed. 
Meanwhile diplomatic negotiations are 
being continued with Russia, 

The Russian protest was made last 
night. Later the Ambassador and Sec- 
retary Knox called at the White House 
and took the matter up with the Presi- 
dent in a lengthy conference. Today the 
Secretary of State and the President 
considered the matter at length, and it 
was not until this conference was ended 
that the matter became public. 

Bakhemteff let it be known.that Rus- 
sia was decidedly dissatisfied with the 
Sulzer resolution. 

I* was from senators who visited the 
White House that Taft learned that an 
effort would be made to modify in the 
Senate the Sulzer resolution as it came 
from the House. 

Following the conference between 
Secretary Knox and the President the 
Russian Ambassador called at the State 
Department and was closeted for some 
time with the Secretary. 

Proposais for Modification. 

That the United States was leaning 
strongly to the hope that American Am- 
bassador Guild would be successful in 
obtaining a modification of the pass- 
port regulation with the St. Petersburg 
Government was indicated by a member 
of the cabinet. One basis suggested 
was that the Russian Government agree 
to admit Russia-American Jews whose 
character and standing was vouched for 
by the United States. It was the belief 
here that this suggestion had been of- 
fered by Ambassador Guild and that it 
was being considered by the Russian 
foreign office. 

Chairman Sulzer said regarding the 
resolution: ““‘The resolution follows prec- 
edent. It’ follows the language of three 
similar resolutions, abrogatigg treaties 
with Belgium, France and Switzerland.”’ 

The closest vote in the House on an 
attempt to modify the resolution was 114 
ayes to 18 noes. This was the amend- 
ment of Representative Olmstead to 
strike out the charge that Russia had 
violated the treaty of 1832 and to insert 
the statement that the discrimination 
against Jewish Americans was construed 
as a violation of the treaty. 


Text of Resolution. 

The Sulzer resolution providing for the 
termination of the treaty as passed in 
the House Dec. 13 by a vote of 300 to 1 
reads: 

“Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled, that the people 
of the United States ‘assert as a funda- 
mental principle that the rights of its 
citizens shall not be impaired at home 
or abroad because of race or religion: 
that the Government of the United 
States concludes its treaties for the 
equal protection of all classes of its 
citizens without regard to race or re- 
ligion; that the Government of the 
United States will not be a party to any 
treaty which discriminates or which by 
one of the parties thereto is so con- 
strued as to discriminate between «amer- 
lean citizens on the ground of race and 
religion; that the Government of Russia 
has violated the treaty between the 
United States and Russia concluded at

to American citizens on account of race 
and religion;

for the aforesaid reasons the said treaty 
is hereby declared to be terminated and 
of no further force and effect from the 
expiration of one year after the date of 
notification to the Government of Rus- 
sia of the terms of this resolution and 
that to this end the President is hereby 
charged with the duty of communicating 
such notice to the Government of Rus- 
sia.’’ 

Republican Leader Mann of the 
House expressed the hope today that 
the “recitals” in the Sulzer resolu- 
tion would be stricken out before it 
passed the Senate. He said that it 
was not within the province of Con- 
gress to declare that Russia had vio- 
lated the treaty, though it was prop- 
er to say “in our opinion, from the 


linited States’ standpoint, pene anpesap 


has been violated.” 

Speaker Champ Clark, when ~ 
formed of Russia's protest againat 
the Sulzer resolution, said: 

“The House hag the right to pass 
any resolution in any form it 
pleases. 

News Excites Washington. 

News of Russia's protest spread 
through the city and caused a deécided 
sensation. Little else was talked of at 
the’ Capitol and there were numerous 
informal conferences among the national 
legislators. The eeSnate was not = ses- 
sion. 

The State Department admitted that 
the situation was serious. Some of the 
officials there have contended from the 
first that the abrogation of the treaty 
of 1832 would leave the United States 
without any sort of friendly intercourse 
with Russia and, therefore, in a worse 
position than now to enforce the admis- 
sion of American citizens. All thought 
of being,able to negotiate a new treaty 
with Russia, if the Sulzer resolation 
should pass, apparently has been @is- 
missed.

I stopped and gazed into a window. 
Just then a mixed wave of humanity 
Swept over the pocketbook, and al- 
though the passing occupied but a mo- 
ment, my treasure was gone when I 
looked for it again. 

The careers of No. 3 and No. 4 also 
were short. I dropped the first on 
Broadway near Franklin avenue, in 
Plain view of several persons. Ons of

I took the sixth pocketbook to Union 
Station and had more trouble losing it 
than if it had been a bomb.

On the opposite side of the same room 
a weary-looking W n called: ‘“‘Mis- 
ter! Mister!” as soon as the 
pocketbook struck the tiles. 

In the second-class waiting room, 
where are hérded the men who come 
here from foreign lands, intending to 
get rich, but eventually deciding to call 
it off and go into the retail peanut 
business, I dropped the purse again. 

Two timid-looking men immediately 
let loose a flood of language unlike any 
I ever heard, and the property was re- 
stored again. In the midway I dropped 
the pocketbook and walked hurriedly 
toward the Eighteenth street entrance. 
Just as I was about to start up the 
steps, a tall young man, wearing a 
brownish overcoat and a big buff-col- 
ored slouch hat, rushed up behind me 
and panted:

And I used to sit counting my 
nickels and pennies and wish some such 
luck as finding an unclaimed purse 
would come to me. I repressed an in- 
clination to give advice and shook his 
hand. 

I hurried back to the midway and 
dropped the pocketbook again. Two 
Italian laborers walked around it with 
the greatest respect. A farmer, count- 
ing the lights in the train shed, stepped 
on it, but as I lIngered hopefully a 
flashily-dressed young negro hove in 
view. From the corner of my eye I 
saw him pick up the purse and look 
furtively at me.

The last pocketbook was gone; and 
from the circumstances under which it 
disappeared I felt, somehow, that it was 
gone for good.

Well, up to date, I have hegrd from 
only one. It was* No.-1, which was 
picked up on Washington avenue by the 
young womarr with the long black coat 
and the red velvet hat. 

The day after the purses were lost, 
I got the following letter. 

‘Dear Sir: If you are the owner of 
a purse which I have in my possession, 
and which I found on Washington ave- 
nue this afternoon, please call or write 
to me at 4024 South Broadway. 

“Yours truly, LILLIAN MEYER.”’ 

I have diligently searched the “Lost 
snd Found "column of the daily papers 
for traces of the others, but have found 
no reference to them. 

And all these results lead me to con- 
clude two things: Some S8t. Louisians 
are afraid of money when they see it 
lying in the street; others decidedly are 
not. 

I still believe the percentage of hon- 
esty is high in St. Louis.

Schlobohm was arrested at his home, 
2621 Shenandoah avenue, Friday after- 
noon, two hours after Holland was 
found unconscious and with his skull 
crushed. 

Mrs. Holland, who spent the night at 
her husband’s bedside at the City Hos- 
pital, said that her husband was partly 
conscious for a short time about 5:30 
a. m. Saturday, and that he muttered: 

“Henry, go ahead and strike me. I’m 
not afraid of you.” 

W. T. Whitman of 3640 Page boule- 
vard, a former partner of Schlobohm, 
gave the police the information which 
led to Schlobohm’s arrest. He said 
Schlobohm had frequently said in his 
presence that he felt like killing Hol- 
land. 

“That’s what makes it look so bad for 
me,” said Schlobohm in a police station 
cell Friday. ‘“‘I did tell Whitman and 
others that I had a notion to kill Hol- 
land after we had fallen out over money 
matters. But that was just talk. 

“I was not near Holland’s office Fri- 
day. The last time I saw him was 
Thursday night, when we tried to patch 
up our business differences. 

Says He Was in East St. Louis. 

“I went down to the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery at 7:30a.m. Friday and stood 
around watching men at work building 
a new garage there. I didn’t ask for a 
job because they seemed to have all the 
men they needed. I didn’t speak to any- 
one. I hung around there until about 
10:30 and went home. I didn’t speak to 
any of the family but went upstairs to 
my room. They called me to dinner 
about 11:30."’ 

This is the hour at which Holland is 
believed to have been attacked. 

Schlobohn says he cannot give the 
names of any persons who saw him in 
South St. Louis Friday morning. He 
says he did not meet anyone he knew. 

Paid $200 for Interest. 

Whitman told the police that Schlo- 
bohn bought an interest in Holland’s 
paper hanging business three months 
ago, paying $150 and giving a note for 
$50. They quarreled and the partnership 
was dissolved. Schlobohn claimed own- 
ership of a horse and wagon, but Hol- 
land would not turn it over to him, It 
was then, Whitsnan says, that Schlobohn 
first threatened to kill Holland. 

Whitman says that he and Schio- 
bohn had a conference with Holland in 
Holland’s office Thursday night. Hol- 
land offered to give Schlobohn a letter 
of recommendation, but Schlobohn re- 
fused to accept it. 

Holland then offered Schlobohn a job 
driving a wagon at $2 a day. This 
seemed to make Schlobohn angry and he 
walked out of the office. 

Holland is still unconscious at the 
cit, hospital and it is believed he has 
little chance for recovery.

Experience Not an Aid to Man 
Who Seek Employment, He 
Finally Concludes. 


Is a man worthless in St. Louis 
after he has passed 45 years of 
age? 

H. B. Dickinson of 3147 Washing, 
ton avenue thinks he is. He bases his 


conclusion on his own bitter expert- 
ence. For weeks he has been looking, 


for a job. In his wanderings he has 
seen men older than himself at work, 
but when he has used this as a rea- 
son why he should be employed he 
has been told that old men hold their 
places merely in recognition of long 
service and that when death or disa- 
bility weeds them out younger men 
are selected to succeed them. 

Dickinson has no trade, but he has 
had .years of experience as a retail 
salesman. He prides himself on his 
ability to bring out and emphasize 
the “talking points” on any article 
of merchandise which he may be em- 
ployed to sell. Here is his own.story 
of his efforts to find a job in 8, 
Louis. It is his summary o; the re- 
sult—or rather, lack of result—-of two 
typical days out of the many which 
he has consumed in the retail dis- 
trict, asking again and again that fu 
tile question: “Have you anything 
for me to do?”

at 60. Even now | 
won't say that I think he is right, 
but I am convinced that nobody in 
St. Louis wantg to employ a man whod 
is more than 45. 

I can't see why this should be. I 
have years of experience as my capi- 
tal I know that I am a better retail 
salesman than I was 20 years ago. I 
do not feel old. I had always consid- 
ered that experience was my capital, 
but I find that I was mistaken. 

In my. search for work 1 was told 
by macy St. Louis employers that they 
did not care to or could not afford to 
pay for experience when they could hire 
younger men at iower salaries. I found 
too, that women are competing with me, 
to such an extent that a large percentage 
of the vacancies are filled with girls 


Tells of Efforts. 

Here is an account of my efforts to 
find work on Wednesday ard Thursday 
of this week: 

My first visit Wednesday was to a 
large downtown department store. The 
superintendent was very considerate 
en@ affable. He listened attentively 
‘hile I told him that I had been a re- 
tail drygoods salesman for more than 
20 years. He courteously told me that 
nearly all of the extra Christmas holi- 
day help had been hired and tha‘ no 
men were being put on. He said thar 
my age would cut oo figure if he had 9 


place for me. 


This seemed encouraging. But my 
hopes fell at the next [place—e large 
rétail clothing store. The”"manager here 
said that he had some old men work- 
“rg for him, but that he was not hiring 
any’ more. There was a greater demand 
for boys and girls. 

At another large retail store I was 
told by the superintendent that there 
‘Was no chance for an elderly man. I 
was cot permitted to show my refer- 
ences. 

I walked into a large men's fur- 
nishing goods store and asked for the 
manager. When -I told him I was 
looking for work he was as polite as 
if I had dropped in to buy a couple of 
dozen shirts and a pair of silk sus- 
penders. But that was all. He could 
not give me a job. He was extremely 
sorry. Age was no bar, he said, and 
experience and ability should be en- 
couraged instead of cheap help. I 
looked about the beautiful store and 
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he would like to have younger men in 
their places. 

Spending one of my few remaining 
nickels, I went home to my boarding 
house tired and hungry. 

I was out again bright and early 
Thursday. 

The first place I went to was a large 
retail drug store. They carry so many 
things in a drug stre nowadays that I 
thought my general knowledge of sales- 
manship might be valuable. I was 
curtly told that the gencern did not hire 
elderly men. 

I got a similar answer at a clothing 
and furnishing store’ further up the 
street. 


Storekeeper Tells of Brother. 

The proprietor of a widely known hat 
store took the time to talk to me. He 
frankly told me there was little chance 
for any other than a young man. He 
said he had a brother who was a good 
business man, but that whe this 
brother found himself out of work at 
50 he had to take a job as a bill col- 
lector. 

At four music houses I was told there 
was no place for me. They had jobs 
enly for experienced musicians or young 
women. 

At a big manufacturing plant wheré 
[ asked for office work I was told there 
was nothing for an old man. 

Another manufacturer told me thai 
my age would be no bar to my employ- 
ment but that there was no place open 
that I could fill. 

Two furniture and a large dry goods 
store ylelded no better results. In one 
case I was bluntly tol@-that I was too 
old. 

At anotWer furniture house and at a 
large retail grocery store the managers 
talked to me a long time and told me 
to call again, I am convinced that the 
busy commercial world—in St. Louis, at 
least—has no use for a man who is 
more than 45.

| JURY TRIALS—FARCE OR REALITY? 

Judge Withrow is to be commended for his wise 
action in accepting the verdict of the jury in the 
McDermott will case ana receding from his order 
that the jury sign a verdict contrary to their judg- 
ment on the evidence. We do n«t doubt the legal 
correctness of his decision. We do not pretend to 
expertness in legal technicalities, but we do pre- 
sume to say that the conclusion of this case is in 
accordance with common sense and the principles 
of equity which should underlie all law and judi- 
cial practice. 

That the rights of juries in similar cases have 
been overruled seems to have been due wholly 
to their ignorance of their rights and the law. 

But the victory of this jury goes beyond the 
mere validating of the right of juries to record 
their own verdicts and to refuse to sign judicial 
verdicts contrary to their convictions. It estab- 
lishes the right to an actual trial by jury against 
the judicial practice of giving the technical form 
—the shadow—instead of the substance. 

In his able defense of the judicial practice, which 
we publish elsewhere today, John F. Green refers 
to the constitutional provision that parties shal) 
be entitled to jury trial-in certain cases, saying, 
“In will contest cases the statutes prohibit a non- 
suit or a dismissal, and there must be a verdict.” 
But he adds that this ‘‘means only that if, in the 
opinion of the Court, plaintiffs have by their 
pleadings and by their proofs made out a proper 
case for submission to the jury, then the jury must 
| pass on the facts, but it is for the Court in every 
case to decide, in the first place, whether the 
plaintiff, either by his pleadings or his proofs, 
has made out a case for submission to the jury.” 

Mr. Green says there is no inconsistency in 
compelling the jury to record the Judge’s con- 
clusion as its verdict. : 

It may be granted that a judge in ordinary 
cases may refuse to submit them to juries, a pro- 
ceeding of doubtful propriety unless there is no 
issue of fact. But in those cases where trial by 
jury is specifically provided by the Constitution 

and a verdict is demanded by law, is it not a sub- 
stantial denial of the right and a substantial vio- 
lation of law to force the jury to sign a verdict 
contrary to its judgment of the facts? Does it not 
substitute the technical and farcical form for the 
reality ? 

We cannot see the parallel drawn by Mr. Green 
between this case and the case of a reversal of a 
decision of a lower court by a superior court. In 
the reversal of a decision the judgment of the 
lower court is set aside and that of the higher 
court is substituted therefor. The moral respon- 
sibility of the inferior court judge is not in any 
wise involved. He does not actually or formally 
sign or approve it as his decision. 

If trial by jury is to mean anything as an es- 
sential part of the administration of law it must 
be maintained on the basis of reality and good 
faith, not by technical evasions. The rights of 
juries as well as the rights of litigants to true 
jury verdicts must be sustained in law and prac- 
tice. 
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Why shouldn’t our Government, too, refuse to 
deal with the Beef Trust and with all other trusts 
as well, including the Powder Trust? 
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DRIVE OUT THE ‘‘CON’’ MEN. 

St. Louis will compare more than favorably 
with any other city of its size in tle matter of 
morals, but there is one respect in which the need’ 
of improvement is urgent. 

Scarcely a day passes without the fleecing of 
some stranger by Sharpers. Almost every attempt 
at bunco begins on the streets or in some of the 
numerous semi-public resorts in the neighborhood 
of the Union Station. And the sameness and lack 
of originality of the swindles indicate that they 
are engineered by one and the same gang of petty 
crooks. 

That these harpies should be permitted to ply

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A SHAMEFUL SPECTACLE. 

The hanging of a negro murderer on the stage 
of an opera house at Jackson, Ga., was a shock- 
ing demonstration of barbarity, little mitigated 
by the negro’s prior conviction and confession. 
That the boxes and front seats should have been 
crowded by friends and relatives of tse negro’s 
victim aggravates the offense. 

Evidently the performance was a gala occasion 
for the town. Unfortunately, its chronicler 
neglected to list the social leaders present or de- 
scribe their gowns. Nor did he inform us whether 
lemonade and cake were. served or whose orches- 
tra enlivened the affair. 

Mirderers, duly convicted, must pay the pen- 
alty of their crimes.

COURT AND JURY. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The unusual action of a jury in Judge Withrow’s 
court in refusing to return a verdict as directed 
by the Court, has given rise to public discussion 
respecting the relative rights and duties of Judge 
and jury. This practice of the Judge in directing 
the jury to return a particular verdict whenever 
in his opinion there are no disputed facts in evi- 
dence for the jury to pass upon, or whenever in 
his opinion the law requires a. particular verdict 
and judgment notwithstanding the facts offered 
in evidence, is so common that it is a matter of 
astonishment that even laymen should not be 
famillar with it. 

In any action for negligence, or for libel or 
slander, if the Court is of the opinion that the 
facts alleged or proven do not show or tend to 
show any such negligence as would make the de- 
fendant liable in damages or that the language 
shown to have been published was not libelous, it 
is the duty of the Court to instruct the jury to re- 
turn a verdict for defendant anditis just as plainly 
the duty of the jury to obey the instruction. Some 
times this duty of the Court to so instruct the jury 
in such cases is obviated by the attorney for the 
plaintiff electing to dismiss the suit or to take 
a non-suit; but if the attorney does not choose to 
do this, then, in every such case, the Court must 
direct the jury to return a verdict for defendant. 
In will contest cases the statutes prohibit a non- 
suit or dismissal and there must be a verdict. The 
constitutional provision that parties shall be en- 
titled to jury trials in.certain cases, means only 
that if, in the opinion of the Court, plaintiff have 
by their pleadings and by their proofs made out 
a@ proper case for submission to the jury, then the 
jury must pass upon the facts; but it is for the 
Court in every case to decidg, in the first place, 
whether the plaintiff, either by his pleadings or his 
proofs, has made out a case for submission to the 
jury. There is no inconsistency in this practice, 
nor does it involve any violation or straining of 
the juror’s oath to try the case according to the 
law and the evidence, because in such cases the 
Court records must always be made to show that 
the verdict and judgment were rendered by di- 
rection of the Court—not as the voluntary finding 
of the jury. 

Appellate courts frequently reverse judgments of 
lower courts, and direct the judges of such courts 
to enter a particular judgment instead of the ones 
they have entered and believed to be correct. Yet 
no judge of a Circuit Court would be so foolish as 
to refuse to enter the judgment directed by the 
Appellate Court on the ground that it violated his 
conscience, because the records would show that 
it was rendered by him under direction from a 
higher authority, and he was not in any way, mor- 
ally or otherwise,-responsible forit. The oath of 
jurors is to decide the case according to the law 


and the evidence, and it is for the Court to declare! 


the law; and if the law makes it his duty to 
direct a particular verdict then his direction is 
for the jury the law of that case, and it is the 
sworn duty of jurors to obey it. 

In the recent decisions of the cases of Cook vs. 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. and Tilles vs. Pulitzer 
Publishing Co. the Supreme Court ordered the 
judgments in those cases reversed without re- 
manding, which means merely that in the opinion 
of the Supreme Court the trial judges in those 
cases ought to have instructed the jury to return 
a verdict for defendant, and because these trial 
judges failed to do their duty in this respect the 
judgments were reversed without any opportunity 
for another trial. 

There never was any system of jurisprudence, 
including both a judge and a jury, devised in 
which the judge did not have some such control 
over the jury, and it is a safe prediction that 
there never -will be, because without such power 
and authority in the judge, the jury system would 
not be practicable. JOHN F. GREEN.

On the other hand, the fact re- 
mains that both Russia and the United 
States agreed, in article 38 ‘of The 
Hague. peace treaty of 1907, that ‘‘in 
questions of a legal nature, and espe- 
cially in the interpretation of applica- 
tion of internatfonal conventions, arbi- 
tration is recognized by the contracting 
powers as the most effective and at the 
same time the most equitable means 
of settling disputes which diplomacy has 
failed to settle.”’ An interpretation of 
the treaty of 1832 between the disputing 
powers by The Hague tribunal would be 
far more inspiring to the world than 
prompt abrogation of the treaty by the 
United St&tes following failure to ad- 
just the dispute by diplomacy.
